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A TRAIN BEARING PRECIOUS SEN- 
ATORIAL FREIGHTS. 


The Assembling of Congress Sketeched—The First 
Work Taken Up—Prospec'tsfor Internal Reve- 
mue Reduction—A Georgia Case in Court 
~ Other Notes ot General Interest,

WasHINGTON, December 3.—The “gathering 
of the clans” bas transformed Washington 
from a quiet, sleepy looking city, into the 
dazzling brilliancy of a great capital on the 
eve of the gayest season in its history. For 
three months this is to be the center of Amer- 
ican politics, the stage on which American 
aristocracy will cut its costliest pranks, and 
the hot bed where the choicest specimens of 
American scandal will sprout and bloom _be- 
fore the of an admiring public. 


In short, Washington is once 
again itself, with the regular increase of gay- 
ety, splendor and wicke@hess which each year 
adds. On the crowded train that brought us 
here Friday night was resting the precious 
burden of no less than six Umited States sen- 
ators. Senator Brown and family were in his 
private car, While in the other sleepers were 

Senators George, Morgan, Vance, Mitchell and 
Kellege. We picked the Pennsylvanian up 
away down in Virginia. He had certainly 
not been there tinkering up the 
Mahone machine, for he takes 
no stock in that nondescript 
affair, the foundation of which Don Cameron 
is accused of having laid with champagne 
bottles one Sunday in the capitol. Mitchell's 
ardent admirers are fond of calling him the 
bandsomest man in the senate, but since 
Conkling disappeared and good old Burnside 
died, that honor has not been especially 
claimed for any senator. 

All day the trains brought in loads of con- 
gressional timber. Tie usual crowd of visi- 
tors, lobbyists and hangers-on filled all the 
hotels and gave Washington its regulation 
look of ‘tthe season.’’ Sunday, though it 
was, the largest congregations gathered around 
the hotels, and the texts generally were from 
the political gossip of the day. The result of 
the November elections and what it foreshad- 
ows has changed many a neat calculation. 
When the bearing; of both great parties are 
uncertain individuals cannot be expected to 
be very calm 

The outcome of the session itself a 
curiously interesting question. Its brief 
three months must be interrupted by a holiday 
recess of a week or ten days, leaving a very 
brief period forsuch a bunglesome body as 
congress to work in. Time has seldom been 
so precious to the netional council. The re- 
publicans are most anxious as to how the ses- 
shall be spent. They are responsi- 

for its work and they 
feel that these last few days 
of power ought to be made to pay weil. 

The almost hopeless effort of rallying their 
shattered forces and harmonizing internal 
feuds will be begun at this session. The 
grand aim is to get the party weil in line 
for 84, by which time very hopeful republi- 
cans think the siates that forsook them in 
November will be ready to renew their alle 
giance to the party of plunder. They calcu- 
late without any reason beyond the memory 
of several precedents for abundant demo 
cratic errors, state and national, within the 
next eighteen months, and here their plans 
end. ‘This is a very attenuated thread of 
hope, but the repubiican party is hanging by 
it, because it can clutch nothing else. 

, THE HOUSE, 
acting under the ruie of last session, will be 
called to order at 11 o’clock Monday, while 
the senate need not meet until noon. Both 
will goto business without wasting much 
time on préliminaries. The brief three 
months before them must leave much 
of the raw material of legis- 
lation unfinished. If the tarilf 
comes up, as itsurely will,in a very com- 
manding form, it will be the time killer, 
which will prevent little general work be- 
yond the appropriation bills. There are five 
contests yet to be repurted by the committee, 
but on three of these the reports are already 
virtually in favor of the sitting members.

It is 
doubtful if either of the others will cause more 
than a brief interruption to the proceedings.

THE FIRST WORK. 

How the house wili bulge out nobody can 
foretell, but the first question naturally aris 
ing in the senate will be the internal revenue 
biil which went through the house last sess- 
ion and stranded at the other end of 
the capitol. It could not have 
pussed the senate then. Now 
it has not the ghost of a chance. Such a dal- 
lying with the internal revenue will hardly 
be seriously attempted this session. True,the 
bi:l reduces internal taxation about $25,000,- 
000, but the reduction is taken off the very 
interests best able to bear the burden, while 
those that have endured the real hardships of 
the iniquitous system are left to stagger on as 
best they can. The demand for a more sweep- 
ing reduction, amountingalmost toa clamor, 
comes unmistakably from all parts 
of the country. Someof the men whothought 
the biil went far enough last winter are now 
ready toamend it. The fast increasing num- 
ber of advocates of the abolition of the sys- 
tem can be appeased only by a biil that goes 
far beyond the shrewd measure that came 
near slipping through last session. Instead 
of $23,000,000 the common talk now is of lop 
ping off $80,000,900 and of reducing the 
whisky and tovacco taxes at least 50 per cent. 
The bill is tirst on the calendar of the 
senate and in that body it may 
-be sufficiently transformed to meet the popu- 
iar demand, then to go back to the house for 
its concurrence. This is about as much as we 
can hope for from the present congress. For 
the democratic rule will be reserved the hon- 
or of wiping out the entire system. The re- 
publicans mean to preserve enough of it to 
scatter thousands of emissaries over the coun- 
try for the campaign work of 1884,

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Report of the Utah Commission—Peoliticsa In the Over- 
Laud Ter itery. 

WASHINGTON, December 5.—The Uiah com- 
mission in its report to the secretary of the 
interior, dated November 17th, 1882, detail- 
ing the results of their labors in the territory 
says: “The anomolous condiilun of the 
country and its people, together with the in- 
herent dithculty of adjusting local laws to 
the act of congress, are such that y im- 
posed on us great care and deliberation, 
lest on the one tiand we should go beyond the 
limits of the law, or oun theother hand, fall 
short of vigorous and effective discharge of 
our duties. We were obliged to construe for 
ourselves. Toe commission did not construe 
the spirit of the act as forbidding polygamists 
and bigamists from voting, oniv to affect 
those who were actually living in polygamy 
at that time, for such construction would ren- 
der the section a perfect nullity, and 
they udded :ucn regulations as seemed 
desirable to carry out the objects of the act. 
The commission recommended that a mar- 
riage law be enacted by congress, which would 
form an auxilliary in the suppression of 
polygamy. This law should declare all future 
marriages in Utah null and void, unless econ 
tracted and evidenced in a manner provided 
by the act. Certain piaces should be desig- 
nated for all marriages, which should be wit- 
nessed by certain persons, and resis ered in 
specific public offices, so as to make the proof 
of marriage morally certain. Parties and 
Witnesses should be required to make their 
affidavits against polygamy. Another sugges- 
tion is that marriages should be solemnized 
in private, but with like guarantees of regis- 
tration, affidavits, witnesses, etc. In either 
case appropriate penalties should be provided 
for a violation of the act. Thecommission say 
that owing tothe peculiar state of affairs in 
Utah,the territorial law allowing to women the 
right of suffrage is an obstruction toa speedy 
solution of a ‘‘vexed question,’ and should 
be repealed or annulled by cungress. To ob- 
Viate the diilicuity in proving the first leyal 
marriage, the commission recommends that 
congress declare the first or legal wife a com 
petent witness in such cases. The commis- 
sion say that they have not had time fully to 
test the operation of the law, but so far it bas 
been a decided success in excluding poly- 
ramiists from the exercise of suffrage, and 
they are of the opinion that 4 
steady and continued entorcement of the 
law wiil place polygamy in a condition 
of gradual extinction. The conimittee notices 
an encouraging sin that many of the “liberal’”’ 
meetings have been Jargely attended by Mor 
mons, and that these meetines have been 
characterized by good order and good humor. 
No inclination is shown in the report to ad- 
Vise congressional lepTslation of a radical 
character, unless upon further observation 
and experience its necessity shall be demon- 
strated. In conclusion, the report says, after 
counselling moderation: ‘‘If, however, the 
next session of the. legislative assembly, 
elected under the act of congress, shall fail to 
respond to the will of the nation, congress 
should have no hesitation in using extraordi- 
nary measures to compel the people of this 
territory to obey the laws of this land.”’ 

AFFAIRS IN UTAH, 

SALT LAKE City, Utah, December 5.—The 
government having made appointments of 
those municipal cfticers who would have 
been elected last Auvust but for the Ed- 
munds bill, the present incumbents 
of the offices refused to ‘ura 
them over the gevernor’s appointees, in all 
cases but one. The three district courts of 
the territory have aireacy ruled on applica- 
tions for mandamus. Judge Hunter has de 
cided that the pleadings were insufficient, 
and an amended complaint has since been 
tiled. Judge , Emersyn virtually decides 
that the complainant is entitled to the office, 
but has granted a stay of proceedings, and an 
appeal has been taken, which will be argued 
atthe January term of the territorial su- 
preme court. Judge Twiss decided that a 
mandamus is the proper remedy, and that 
the offices were vacated by the lapse of the 
election. The government was therefore 
authorized to fill them. A motion for a stay 
of proceedings pending an appeal will be 
argued December 9.

THE MEXICAN DEBT. 


The Government Gives Preference to American 
Claims Over Those of England. 

City oF MExico, December 5 —In an edito- 
rial which, it is understood, reflects the opin- 
ion ef the Mexican government, the Re- 
public says: While the government is de- 
sirous to settle the English debt, it will as- 
sume the burden, provided it meets the en- 
gagements with the American and Mexican 
railroad gompanies. The article censures the 
British policy towards Mexico, and says it is 
considered that the English debt might be 
judiciously settled by Mexico paying 1 per 
cent on the capital for the first ten years, 2 
per cent for the second decade and 3 per cent 
thereafter. The whole debt, $53,000,000, with- 
out interest, 40 be paid in fifty years. .

Pope Barrow Sworn in on Irregular Credentials— Bill 
to Abolish Internal Revenue Taxation—An In- 
quiry into the Late Political Assessments 
Proposed—A Suggestion, Erc., Etc. 


WasHINGTON, December 5.—In the senate

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| THE POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


Profit On the Postal Service—Twe Cent Postage— 
The Stamped Envelepes. 


the postmaster general for the fiscal 
ended June 30, 1882, shows a tctal revenue 
from all sources of $41,876,410, and disburse- 
ment for the postal service of $40,482,021. The 
report says for the first time in 31 years the 
postal service is not a burden upon the treas- 
ury. Jn order to determine the real cost of 
the postal service for the past year three im- 
portant modifications of the foregoing 
figures should be made: First, 
bursements the sum of $442,386, which. 
service rendered during previous year, and 
was an outstanding liability on the 30th of 
June, 1881. Second, there should be added a 
sum of $328,550, estimated to be due for ser 
vices rendered during the last year, and 
which was an outstanding liability 
on the 30th of June last. Third, there 
sheuld also be added the sum of $1,178,174 


transportation of mails between the Misscuri 
river and the Pacific. The earnings of thos 
companies are not paid by the post office de- 
| partment, but pursuant to the act of March 
od, 1879, are passed to the credit of the several 
companies upon the books of the treas- 
ury, and therefore have not been bere.

of — disbursements. The account’ thus 
stated shows an excess of earnings of but 
$330,050 for the year ending June 30, 1882 
The total postal revenue is estimated at $50,- 
670,456 and the expenditure at $46,741.111, 
leaving an estimated net revenue of $3,929,545 
in the year under review. The decrease in the 
cost of the star route service ascompared with 
the year 1881, was $1,403,506, and the decrease 
in the number of miles of such service 
was 2,632,429. The postmaster gen- 
eral renews his former recommendation 
that a system of small postal orders. to be 
called postal notes, be established for sums 
uncer five dollars at a cost of three cents. 
He again recommends the abolition of post- 
age on second-class matter, the increase of 
the rate on fourth-class matter, and the sale 
of three cent stamped envelopes at the price 
of the stamps alone. The postmaster-general 
shows a decided leaning towards the two cent 
rate of letter postage, but in view 
of the existing opposition to this measure, 
and practical objections to it, he suggest the 
stamped enveloped scheme. He again recom- 
mends the establishment of a postal savings 
bank, and concludes with a long and streng 
| argument in favor of the government acquir- 
|ing all the telegraph lines and combining 
| them with the postal service.

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THE LEGISLATURE: 


THE REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 


The Redistricting of the State—The Agricultural De- 
pertment—Prohibition for Decatur County— 
Local Bills—Arguing the Question of the 
Brown Bequest—Americus’s Charter. 


The house was callei to order at 10 o'clock. 
After prayer by Rev. Jasper Wilson, member from 
Bullock county, the roil call was suspended, and 
the journal of Monday was read and approved. 

Mr. Hoge of Fulton, gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider the action of the house upon the bill to 
consummate the giftof the Hon. Joseph E. Brown 
to the State university. Mr. Hoge said he was aware 
he was laboring under disadvantage in making the 
motion to reconsider. His purpose was not to ask 
the house to further consider the question. The 
motion, however, was in an unfortunate 
attitude before the house and before 
the _ state. He would ask that the 
bill be reconsidered aud allowed to take its place 
at the heel of the calendar, and if it then come up 
egain for consideration the majority have in their 
power to dispose of itas they saw proper. The gift 
to the university com«s properly before the legisla 
ture because the legislature had the right to super- 
vise the management of the trustees. This bill 
makes itobligatory upon the trustees to deal with 
the fund iu a certauin way. As the law now stands 
the governor is bound to issue to the 
university trustees for any matur- 
ing bonds they have in their pos- 
gscssion, not cash astoother people, buta written 
celtract in the nature of a bond, having fifty 
years to run and bearing seven per cent interes’. 
fhis is precisely the provision of this bill. The 
trustees could buy bonds, present them atthe 
treasury, andin accordance with the law of 1881, 
the governor is bound to issue wriling in the nature 
of a bond. : 

How is the bonded debt of the state increased py 
issuing new bonds for maturing bonds’? swch will 
have tobe done in 188 for the large number 
of bonds then maturiig. 0 we 
then increase our indebted iness? The 
interest thus paid is not for purposes of higher edu 
cation, but to pay the interest on the public debt. 
There is nothing in the constitution prohibiting the 
state from swappingan old bond for a new one. 
Absolutely nothing. We can do it whether we have 
money in the treasury or have not. Mr. Hoge did 
not wish the bill to consume any more time just 
now, and if there are any events developing, we can 
act on the bill: if not, let it alone. “It may be tbat 
the donor, or some of tnis hou-e 
may find some way of accom mo- 
dating their difficulties and developments more as- 
suring May arise torelieve the. bill of some of its 
embarrassments. It would be better to have the 
bill within easy reach at the foot of the calendar 
than to have it buried under the wajority which 
went down on it last night. 

Mr. Hulsey, of Fulton, thought that so important 
a motion should be dealt with graveiy. He, too, 
felt that all or many of the difficulties in the way 
of accepting this gift might be reliev- 
ed by ihe disti: guished donor, who 
he doubted not, was thoroughly in earnest over 
this matter.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION BY CONGRESS. | 
In his message, President Arthur touches 
upon a subject, which, in the near future, 
must necessarily engage the attention of eon- 
gress—namely, the regulation of inter-state 
commerce. He calls attention to the fact 
that ‘‘ one of the incidents of the marvellous 
extension of the railway system of the coun- 
try has been the adoption of such measures 
by the corporations which own or control the 
roads as has tended to impair the advantages 
of healthful competition, and to make burt- 
ful discriminations in the adjustment of 
freightage. These inequalities,’ the presi- 
dent continues, *‘ have been corrected in sev- 
eral of the states by appropriate legislation, 
the effect of which is necessarily restricted to 
their own territory. So far as such mischiefs 
affect commerce between the states, or be- 
tween any one of these states and a foreign 
country, they are subjects of national con- 
cern, and congress alone can afford relief.”’ 
This is high and advanced ground in the 
right direction, and there is no doubt in our. 
mind that it is based on the successful opera- 
tions of the railroad law of Georgia; for its 
success has been remarkable enough to at- 
tract the attention of thought- 
ful men in- every state in the 
union, where the transportation question has 
assumed any importance.

Many reme- 
dies are discussed, but the secretary 
that the radical cure for the evil is in the 
duction of taxatioa, that no more 
taken from the people than 
to carry on the’ government’ with 
economy; to meet all obligations that 
must be met from year to pay off 
with reasonable celerity the part of the debt 
which it may pay at pleasure, and to provide 
through the sinking fund for the payment of 
that which will become payable by and by. 
To accomplish this the secretary proposes to 
abolish all internal taxes except those levied 
on spirits, tobacco and beer. ‘These articles 
yield about 133 millions, leaving about 177 
millions to be raised in The re- 
mainder of the needed reduction in receipts 
should be found in arevision of the tariff laws. 
The revenues from customs are now about 235 
millions, so that at least 60 millions could be 
spared in this direction. The secretary be- 
lieves that the time has arrived when areduc- 
tion of duties on nearly all the articles in the 
tariff is demanded and is feasible. The free 
list should be enlarged. Without going into 
many details the secretary earnestly recom- 
mends a careful revision of the tariff, with a 
view to substantial reductions. 

There has been an increase in the principal 
crops of the country in 1882 over those of 
1881. Over 75 per cent of the exports of do- 
mestic merchandise is in products of agricul- 
ture. It is reasonable to expect an increase 
in the exports of merchandise and an increase 
in the balance of trade in our favor. This ex- 
pectation appears also to be justified by the 
fact that the exports of breadstuffs for the 
first iour months of the current fiscal year at 
the principal ports, exceeded such exports for 
the corresponding months of the preceding 
fiscal year by $4,570,084. The exports of 
petroleum for the fiscal year just closed ex- 
ceeded those for the preceding fiscal year by 
$10,917,097.

The estimated value of property involved in 
these disasters was $4,757,892, of which $3,- 
099,537 was saved and $1,658,355 lost. The 
number of vessels totally lost was 67. 

The secretary shows that the national 
board of health expended during the last fiscal 
year about $93,000. Thnismoney was expend- 
ed in aid of the state and local boards of health 
and of local quarantine stations, in prevent- 
ing the coming of yellow fever and small-pox 
from foreign ports, and the spread of them 
by river andrailroad. If the board is to be 
continued, additional legislation will be nec- 
essary, and appropriations based upon the 
pastexperiences of the board. Mr. Folger 
makes no recommendation in this important 
matter. He becomes overcautious at just the 
wrong place, but congress will doubtless see 
that the southern half of the country is not 
left wholly unprotected against the imroads 
of dangerous diseases. —

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GOVERNOR BROWN’S $530,000 GIFT 
What is Said About His Course in Kegard to its Re- 
jection—The Gift tothe Baptiste. 

The refusal of the legislature to accept the $0,- 
000 gift of Governor Brown to the State university, 
under the conditions imposed, has been the subject 
of considerable comment. 

Mr. Julius Biown said on yesterday in regard to 
the matter: 

““My father is indifferent to the action of the leg- 
islature. He made the gift in good faith, and with 
two objects in view. First, to perpetuate,in proper 
shape, the memory of his deadson. This he can do 
in some other shape. Second, to give to young 
Georgians, who were not able to buy it, an educa- 
tion. Itis not his fault that they will not get the 
benefit of it. He has done his duty, and his skirts 
are clear.’’ 

‘*Will be change the provisions of his gift?’ 

“No, Notin the slightest particular. He is not 
running around to beg people to take his donation. 
He simply offered to give the money. He has not 


spoken to any member of the legislature about it. 
He simply left it with them. We have never dis- 
cussed what he would doif they refused to take it, 
for we never considered a refusal possible. But I 
feel sure that he will not change the provisions of 
his gift.’’ 

THAT $50,000 TO THE BAPTIST COLLEGE, 

It has been charged that Governor Brown had 
never yet paid the $0,000 he gave to the Kentucky 
Baptist college. It is simple justice to Governor 
Brown to say that the $50,000 he vyave them has 
been paid. [t was paid in full in cash two weeks 
before the gift was publicly announced.

fhe correspondent of THE CONSTITUTION called 
on Senator Brown at his lodgings to night and 
asked himif he had heard thatthe legislature of 
Georgia had rejected his donation to the State uni- 
versity. Hesaid he had not. The reporter stated 
that he had iearned by a dispatch from THE Con- 
STITUTION tkatsuch was the fact, and asked what 
would now be his course. He replied that he regret- 
ted very much to hearit, ashe had matured the 
plan with greatcare,and felt thatit would have 
resulted i: an immense benefitto Georgia. The 
interest on the $50,000 being loaned each year to 
poor but worthy young men struggling to obtain an 
education, they to pay four per centonit, would 
be Virtually compounding it after the first vear, in 
each case at eleven per cent. At this rate 
it would double itself in about 
twe! years, But suppose a considerable 
cart of it should not be paid back by the students 
who get the benefit, it would be safe to say it would 
doublein twenty years. Then the $100,000 weuld 
double again at the end of forty years, the $200,000 
would double at the end of sixty vears, the $400,000 
at the end of eighty years, the $s800,00' would be- 
come $1,600,000 at the e nd of a hundred years, and 
the first twenty years of the second century the 
$1,600,000 would amountto $3 200,000. In the life- 
time of a university this would makea fund large 
enough toaid most of the energetic poor young 
men of the state who might desire an olae ‘ation. I 
therefore rezret that the legislature should, from 
any considerations, deny this benefit to the strug- 
gling youth of Georgia. 

Re porte r—‘I have not seen the debates, but heard 
the o jection made before | left, that you gave to 
your four sons each the right during his lifetime to 
designate one of the yuung men who should have 
the benefi‘s, and that you gave them the right of 
visitation to see that the trust is faithfully admin- 
istered, and notonly tothem but to their succes- 
sors.’ 

Senator Brown—‘‘As I was making 
to me to be a liberal gift to the cause of education, 
und as there had to be some mode of selecting the 
beneficiaries, itseemsto be me not unreasonable 
that each one of my foursons should, during his 
lifetime, have the privilege of selecting one young 
man who should have the benetits. The money 
comes out of my estate which, according 
to the ordinary course, would have fallen to them 
by inheritance and | thought tha 4t privilege a small 
thing. ‘In a few years the fund would be large 
enough to educate a hundred +; ung men constant- 
ly at the university, and why should the public 
te ect to my sons selecting four of them’ As to 
the riabt of visitation it is common in almost al 
donations of thischaracter. It simply requires 2 
person Who has the rightto look to it that the fund 
is not squandered but faithfully administered 
My plan gave the right of visitation to my four 
SO ns and the survivors of them, with the right in 
his discretion, to namea person by his will who 
would still have the right of 
Visitation, but there is no provision 
made to extend it beyond that. In other 
words, the right of visitation is provided for, for 
iwo & only. After the fund has been 
faithinily administered that long, the supposition 
is thatit wonld be faithfully administered perpet 
ually in future. The period for the visitation as 
provided tor is nothing when compared with the 
life of a uni ve rsitv, which runs through centuries.

It seems to menot un- 
re ‘asonable when acitizen will donate $50,000 to it, 
that the state should encourage it so far as to take 
the fund and pay the rate of interest which by 
her Statute she has fixed as the 
legal rate between man and inan, and the very rate 
she has fixed in the case of the bonds now owned 
by the university, as the interest paid by her goes 
to aid her own Chik lreh in their education, and 
<dloes not come 10 me.

Senator Brown: ‘‘Probably it is not the best time 
to talk on the subject. My intention is to appro- 
priate $50.000 to aid in the education of indigent 
young men, who have to struggle as I had to strug- 
gle attheirage.

No- 
body supposes we shall be taxed to pay them all. 
That year new bonds will be issued, and put on the 
market to raise most of the money. The bill in this 
case provides for paying the mone y into the treas- 
ury to be usedin the payment of the maturing 
bonds of the state. Itcan be done constitutionally 
and legally in that way, or it could be received in 
payment of any deficiency that might arise in the 
treasury, and the bond issued for itas ce ontemplated 
by the bill.
